with his honest judgment and upon 
the right of the patient to receive 
the benefit of the judgment of the 
physician of his choice. 

“Tt may be that even as legisia- 
tion for reasons of health can com-

FIGHT MOVIES IN CHICAGO 


Federal Officers Fail to Seize Shelby Motion Pictures 
As They Do Not Show Actual Fighting

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CABINET MEETS 


Plan Aiding United States on 
Oil Submitted

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH ) 

MEXICO CITY, July 6.—Great 
interest is being shown here in the 
meeting of the Mexican Cabinet to- 
day, the first in six months, at 
which it is believed the present 
conference regarding the recogni- 
tion of the Obregon government 
by the United States may have 
been discussed. Some of those who 
were present, however, denied that 
any reference was made to the 
conference. 

All the cabinet members were 
in attendance, with the exception 
of Finance Minister Adolpho de la 
Huerta, War Minister Genera) Fran- 
cisco Serrano, and Interior Minis- 
ter General!!! Elias Calles. 
The latter We ented by his 
undersecretary, ‘iiiberto Valen- 
zuela, while de la Huerta sent 
Undersecretary Luis Leon to rep- 
resent him. 


LONG MEETING 

The principal topic of discussion 
was said to have been Article 27 
of the Constitution. The meeting 
continued from 11 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. 
One of those present stated that 
the purpose in discussing Article 
27 was for the ministers to reach 
a complete agreement on possible 
action concerning this article in all 
its points, includi the oil issue 
and the agrarian point. 

This agreement, it is understood, 
was amicably reached, a decision 
being made that in future the ex- 
ecutive will have nothing to do in 
dictating legislative action on the 
article, such legislation being left 
entirely to Congress, and that in- 
terpretation of the article shall 
be left to the Supreme Court. 


PLAN Is PROPOSED 


It is learned that a project was 
presented to the Cabinet for con- 
sideration which was worked out 
by Jorge Vera Estanol, a Mex- 
ican attorney now in the United 
States. Estanol, who represents sev- 
eral American oil interests, pro- 
posed a plan which it is affirmed 
favored United States interests. 

The project was presented to the 
Cabinet through the Minister of 
Commerce, Industry and Labor 
but was strongly opposed by Val- 
enzuela, whose efforte are said to 
have been chiefly responsible for 
its rejection.

FUND RECOVERY IS SOUGHT 


Closed Chino Bank Sues for Payment of Notes; Early 
Reopening of Institution | Forecast 


([BXCLUSIVE DISPATCH!) 

SAN BERNARDINO, July 6.—Its doors closed by the advancing of 
ans to purchasers of inflated stocks in a $400,000 swindle, the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ State Bank of Chino today instituted litigation in 
the Superior Court to recover a part of its probable losses. 


In a suit directed against Tho- 
mas R. and Sarah Stonie, two vie- 
tims of the asserted defrauders, the 
bank demands payment of promis 
sory notes totaling $5000 and is- 
sued December 27, 1922. The com- 
plaint bares the methods of operv- 
tiens of the stock swindiers in 
gaining cash on notes accepted in 
the sale of the misrepresented se- 
curities. 

PURCHASE AUTHORIZED 

On the notes, discounted by the 
bank. is an authorization for the 
purchase of the notes. The auth- 
orization reads, according to the 
bank's complaint: 

“To any person, bank or bank- 
er. Mr. C. F. Wood is hereby au- 
thorized to sell you and you are 
at liberty to purchase my note of 
this date for $2500 if you desire. 
There are no offsets or conditions 
against this note.” 

Two notes, each for $2500, bore 
the authorization, signed jointly by 
Thomas B. Btonie and Sarah Stonie. 
the bank directors recite in the 
complaint. Neither note has been 
paid, nor has the accumulated in- 
terest, the complaint adds. 

C. F. Wood, from which the 
bank purchased the note, was ar- 
rested last December on a crim- 
inal complaint. charging obtaining 
money under false pretense, sworn 
to by G. H. Wheeler, a Rialto 
rancher. With Wood, C. J. Little 
was also arrested and both were 
freed when Wheeler accepted 
$3500 in a compromise after pay- 
ing $7000, he said, for stock in the 
White Rock Mineral Company. 
Thousands of dollars worth of such 
stock was sold to ranchers and 
business men of the Chino district. 

By advancing loans to customers 
for the purchase of the stocks. 
the Chino bank became heavily in- 
volved in the ewindle. The notes 
were discounted and certificates of 


deposit issued. The certificates 
were cashed in Los Angeles.

The meet- 
ing was attended by John Frank 
Johnson, State Superintendent of 
Banking, who approved the method 
decided on in the form of a reso- 
lution. 

The date for reopening the bank 
will be fixed after a stockholders’ 
meeting in a few days, It was etat- 
ed by J. 8. Brown, vice-president 
and cashier of the bank. 


BANK I8 SOLVENT 

The resolution adopted by the 
directors provides that the stock- 
holders will be assessed on a pro 
rate basis. Mr. Brown said the bank 
is solvent and will guarantee that 
none of the depositors loses money 
through the readjustment of the 
bank's affairs. He also stated his 
belief that although the largest 
part of the outstanding paper is 
slow it is collectable to a large en- 
tent. 

Although the Chino bank has 
been the only institution to close 
in this section directly on account 
of the asserted swindle, it is re- 
ported that individual citizens and 
banks of San Bernardino county 
have lost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in the deal.

lowed 110 pounds, and for every 
inch over or under, you are al- 
lowed 5% pounds more or less, re- 
spectively. 
Of course, this is the general 
rule. Some will vary 5 per cent 
above or below this and stil be 
ideal weight. This rule, however, 
gives us a standard to go by. 
We now know that it is not 
normal to gain in weight after full 
maturity—provided, of course, that 
one was normal in weight upon 
reaching maturity. Insurance com- 
panies „ shown us that those 
who do so are not so healthy and 
do not live so long as those whe 
remain normal or even get some- 
what lighter as they approach old 


age. 

B. G.—Sunburn can be just as 
severe as a burn from any other 
heat. If you are burned so that 
you have blisters. you would have 
to treat them the same as you 
would a fire burn. Prick the biis- 
ters at the edge with a sterile 
needle (pass it through a flame 
a few times.) Let out the scrum, 
but do not destroy the blister skin, 
for it acts as a protection.

Report Asked on Floor 
Space of All Offices; 
Building Needs Sought 


The City Council yesterday took 
an important step toward realiza- 
tion of the new City Hall in the 
civic center north of First street.
